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Lompoc project report Rec| china launches first 


earth orbiting satellite 
to be given Tuesday 


by Bureau officials 


I he County Water Agency on Tuesday 
will get its first look at a report which 
is expected to reflect substantial re­ 
vision in the estimated cost of the Lom­ 
poc Project on the lower Santa Ynez Riv­ 
er. 
Phil Macias, U.S. Bureau of Recla­ 
mation official in Santa Barbara, said he 
will present “ an interim oral report on 
the economic reappraisal of the pro­ 
ject,” which earlier had been estimated 
to cost about $70 million. 
Macias, who is head of the bureau’s 
central coast field office in Santa Bar­ 
bara, said he could not disclose any 
details of the report until the session 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. 
His meeting with the water agency 
directors, who also are members of the 
Board of Supervisors, will take place 
during a water agency meeting in the 
supervisors’ hearing room of the coun­ 
ty Administration Building in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
While Macias refused to give out any 
information in the report he will pre­ 
sent, it has been known for some time 
that the estimated cost of the proposed 
Lompoc dam and reservoir at The Nar­ 
rows, west of Lompoc, is bound to show 
an increase over earlier figures. 
Inflation has been a factor, and so has 
the increasing interest rates, which have 
gone to 4 7-8 per cent from the original 
4 percent figure.

At the weekly session of the board 
in the County Administration Building, 
the supervisors also will hear a re­ 
port from Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson as to financial assis­ 
tance available from the county to the 
UCSB Chamber Singers who plan an 
European tour this summer. 
Reverberations of a Santa Maria ses­ 
sion involving criticism by some Santa 
Marians of the county’s new Guadalupe 
Dunes Park may be heard. Meanwhile, 
County I’arks Director George H. Adams 
has denied reports that the state has 
plans to begin acquiring land west of 
Guadalupe in the county park area for 
a state beach park. 
The County Bowl in Santa Barbara 
which has been something of an admin­ 
istration problem in recent years will 
get another new look at it Monday. 
Supervisor Joe J. Callahan said com­ 
plaints of residents in the area have 
broken out anew resulting from shows 
at the bowl booked by the Fiesta Assn.

Italian plane 


crash kills 18 


UDINE, Italy UPI — An Italian Air 
Force transport plane carrying 21 men 
crashed and burned today shortly after 
takeoff from a military airport near this 
north Italian city. 
Authorities said at least 18 men died. 
Two other men were reported in grave 
condition in a hospital and one man was 
missing. 
Officials said the plane, an American 
built twin - engined Cl 19, crashed about 
1.5 miles from the military airport of 
Rivolto. 
It skidded hundreds of yards 
through a field, then burst into flame 
and exploded. 
On board, officials said, were 13 Ital­ 
ian airmen mechanics assigned to duty 
with a sky diving and aerobatic team, a 
crew of seven and a military doctor. 


The preliminary information to be 
given the water agency by Macias, “ Will 
be subject to confirmation and revision 
by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers,” 
declared the Bureau of Reclamation of­ 
ficial” . 
He did not indicate when the 
corps would present a full report. 
Macias’ appearance comes as the wa­ 
ter agency is gearing itself to receive 
a report from County Water Consultant 
Robert M. Edmonston. Edmonston has 
been 
meeting with 
water

to get estimates on needs in various areas 
preparatory to taking part in the State 
Water Project. 


Red troops hit 


S. Viet base 


SAIGON 
(UPI) — Communist troops 
fired six-foot-long rockets into a South 
Vietnamese artillery base near thebe- 
sieged Green Beret outpost at DakSeang 
in one of 41 new shelling attacks Friday 
night and early today. 
Government spokesmen 
said there 
were light casualties from the 122mm 
Soviet-made rockets that hit Artillery 
Base Lima three miles southeast of 
Dak Seang. 
Dak Seang, in the Central Highlands 
290 miles northeast of Saigon, has been 
ringed by North Vietnamese troops since 
the Communists launched a spring offen­ 
sive 25 days ago. Supplies have been 
flown in. 
An American was killed and a com­ 
panion wounded Friday when a U.S. Army 
“ Huey” helicopter was shot down by 
ground fire two miles south of Dak 
Seang. It was the 11th American air­ 
craft destroyed while supporting the 
camp. 
Military spokesmen said six of the 
41 shellings recorded during the 24-hour 
period ending at 8 a.m. today caused 
damage or casualties but no American 
casualties were reported. The shellings 
raised to more than 1,000 the number 
of rocket and mortar attacks since the 
spring drive. 
American B52 bombers dropped more 
than 800 tons of bombs in nine raids 
along the Cambodian border northwest 
and west-southwest of Saigon overnight.

L.A. teacher strike 
ends second week 


LG6 ANGELES UPI — The strike by 
teachers in the nation’s second largest 
school district ended its second week 
Friday with about 1,000 non-teaching em­ 
ployes joining the strikers on the picket 
lines. 
School officials said nearly half the 
24,500 teachers remained out along with 
about 45 per cent of the students. They 
said three school cafeterias were closed 
and 100 schools were left without jani­ 
tors but services at the rest of the dis­ 
trict’s 616 schools were about normal. 
Local 99 of the Service Employes In- 
international Union called the strike to 
protest proposed job cutbacks being con­ 
sidered by the school board, which is 
attempting to make up a $42 million 
projected deficit. 
Union officials, however, disputed the 


district’s claim to near normal opera­ 
tions. One official said the non-teach­ 
ing strike has “ crippled them very bad­ 
ly” and predicted that by Monday “ thou­ 
sands more of our people will be ready 
to join the strike.” 
Local 99 claims a membership of about 
4,000 among the schools’ 10,200 service 
workers. 


Meanwhile, law Prof. Benjamin Aaron 
of the University of California named to 
mediate the teachers’ dispute Thursday, 
lias started separate meetings with dis­ 
trict representatives and those from the 
striking United Teachers of Los Angeles 
UTLA called the strike two weeks ago 
seeking higher salaries, improved educa­ 
tional conditions and recognition as the 
bargaining agent for the teachers. 


munist Chinese, if they chose to do so, 
would • be able to put men in space. 
The initial announcement of the launch­ 
ing by Peking Radio gave few details 
and was secretive about the mission of 
the Chinese satellite. 
It gave great 
credit for the achievement to Mao Tse- 
Tung and trumpeted the success of Chi­ 
nese space technology. 
The propaganda effect was under­ 
scored by the announcement that the sa- 
tillite, orbiting the earth every 114 min­ 
utes, was broadcasting the revolutionary 
song as it whirled through space. 
The Chinese had given little indication 
that they were building an earth satel­ 
lite and the announcement today came as 
a surprise. 
It was expected to add fuel 
to the arguments of those in the United 
States who have been 
advocating in­ 
creased defenses against Communist 
Chinese missile attack. 
The orbiting of a space satellite of the 
size launched by the Chinese would re­ 
quire a powerful rocket, probably with 
several stages. 
The man most responsible for China’s 
first space success from a technolo­ 
gical 
standpoint 
was probably Chien 
Hseu-shen, once a colonel in the U.S. 
Air Force. 
The announcement did not give the site 
from which the rocketcarryingthesatel­ 
lite was launched, but China’s main roc­ 
ket and missile testing facility is be­ 
lieved to be located at Shuang Cheng- 
tsu in the northwest region of the main­ 
land. Shueng Cheng-tsu is situated al­ 
most 500 miles east of Lopnor 
site 
of China’s main nuclear testing base. 
It was there, on Oct. 16, 1964, that the 
Chinese detonated their first nuclear 
bomb. 
The launching of the satellite may have 
been timed to take some of the edge 
from 
Soviet 
celebrations 
this month 
marking the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of Lenin, founder of Russian Com­ 
munism. 


The Soviets were the first to put a sat­ 
ellite into space, orbiting a sputnik that 
weighed 184 pounds in October 1957. 
The United States was second with Ex­ 
plorer 1 in January, 1958. 
It weighed 
30.8 pounds. 
The Soviets put the first man in 
space in April, 1961. The United States 
accomplished the feat a month later. 
China has been very secretive about 
its missile and rocket development pro­ 
gram, even more so about its nuclear 
weapons program. 
The first success­ 
ful firing of a guided missile was announ­ 
ced by the Chinese on Oct. 27 1966, 
and that report said it carried a nu^ 
clear warhead. 
Scientist Chien, the man believed to 
be the driving force in the space pro­ 
gram, was a star student at the Cali­ 
fornia Institute of Technology and later 
returned as a professor and researcher 
at the Institute s Guggenheim Jet Popul- 
sion Laboratory. He was once the youn­ 
gest professor in the history of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
During World War II, Chien was the* 
director of the rocket section of the U.S.

While the project had an estimated cost 
of $255,000 Caldwell felt that the county 
would not be able to better the bid of 
the Lompoc firm. 
The estimate had 
been made last year and since then con­ 
struction costs had risen in major fash­ 
ion.

A flight of Egyptian bombers pene­ 
trated to within 90 miles of Tel Aviv 
today, only the second time since the 
1967 war they have hit so close to the 
Israeli capital. Cairo said they left 
their targets in flames. 
Tel Aviv said Israeli interceptors 
caught the bombers after the raid and 
shot down two Soviet-made Ilyushin 28s, 
the first of their kind downed by Israel 
since the Middle East War. Cairo said 
only that one of its planes was hit. 
An announcement from Egypt reported 
the targets as military objectives in two 
areas near El Arish, a Mediterranean 
coastal community half way between 
Tel Aviv and the Suez Canal on the 
Sinai Peninsula. It said “ all targets 
were successfully set aflame.” 
Spokesmen for the Israeli Army said 
their bombs destroyed a cowbarn, an 
animal guarantine station and an ice 
factory, killing 30 sheep at the guar­ 
antine station. No civilian casualties 
were reported. 


It was the second time since the 1967 
war that Egyptian bombers have raided 
El Arish, their deepest penetration to­ 
ward Tel Aviv. The first time, Jan. 24, 


two civilians were wounded. 
Israeli pilots went after the bombers 
and reported shooting down two of them, 
one over the Sinai Penisnula and the 
second near the Suez Canal-both as 
they returned home. No Israeli jets 
were lost. 
The downing brought to 109 the number 
of Arab planes shot down by the Israelis 
since 1967. No Ilyushins have been 
downed before. 
The fact that Ilyushins were used 
and that the raid occurred at 2 a.m. 
indicated a new tact by the Egyptians, 
whose previous air attacks have been 
virtually all in daylight by smaller, 
short-range jets. 
Today's post-midnight strike at El 
Arish was the latest step in an Egyp­ 
tian air offensive that began one week 
ago after a five-week lull in air strikes 
from Cairo. 


Israel’s air force answered the off­ 
ensive in kind Friday with almost sim­ 
ultaneous raids against Syria, Egypt 
and Jordan-its three most militant Arab 
neighbors-he first such strike^ since 
the 1967 war. 
Tel Aviv has admitted losing 20 war. 
planes to Arab interceptors and ground 
fire since the Middle East war, won 


by the Israelis in six days thanks to 
their air superiority. 
El Arish, today’s Egyptian target, 
was captured by the Israelis from Egypt 
in the first two days of the 1967 war 
as the Tel Aviv troops drove to the 
Suez Canal. 
'I he wreckage of one of the two downed 
Egyptian bombers was found this after­ 
noon near Nahal Yam on the Bardawil 
Lagoon. The body of one < rewman was 
discovered nearby, Israeli spokesmen 
said.

The announcement came as a bulletin 
at the end of the main evening news­ 
cast which begins at 8 p.m. 7 a.m. EST. 
“ Our great leader Chairman Mao 
said we should also build an earth sa­ 
tellite,” the broadcast said. 
“ In wel­ 
coming the great era of the 70’s we. 
with great emotion, announce that our 
great hope came true. 
“ On April 24, 1970. our country suc­ 
cessfully launched our first manmade 
earth satellite.” 


Haiti sealed 
off from 


outside world

Haitian dictator Francois Duvalier. 
who apparently survived a now attempt 
to overthrow his government, sealed tho 
island off from the outside world today. 
Duvalier’s Ambassador to the United 
States, Arthur Bonhomme, said in Wash­ 
ington he had “ heard” that a group of 
Coast Guard vessels whose mutinous 
crews shelled the capital of Port Au 
Prince Friday had fled toward the Wind­ 
ward 
l^issage, 
apparently heaaeu юг 
Cuba or the Bahamas. 


Bonhomme said the Bahamian govern­ 
ment sent two planes to setrch for the 
vessels. 
Four or five were believed 
involved in the shelling. 
He said sev­ 
eral shells fell in the vicinity of Du­ 
valier's gleaming white palace near the 
waterfront, wounding one man and des­ 
troying several houses. Duvalier asked 
the United States for help in putting down 
the revolt, but State Department sources 
said the request was rejected on grounds 
the mutiny was an internal affair for the 
Haitians. 
Bonhomme said the mutiny 
was part of a “ Communist plot against 
the Caribbean.” 


Communications with Haiti were cut. 
The Haitian Telephone Co., which sever­ 
ed all communications Friday night, ad­ 
vised the Puerto Rico Telephone Co. it 
would accept no private calls, only 
emergency government calls.

Speaking at a Republic an fund-rais­ 
ing rally, Agnew blasted the Senate 
for its “ learned idiocy” in rejecting 
high court nominees Clement Hayns- 
worth and G. Harold Carswell 


The vice president was frequently 
interrupted by applause from about 2,000 
South Carolina Republi ans who paid up 
to $150 a couple to hear his 25-minute 
speech in the home state of Sen. Strom 
Thurmond.

to speak 
strongly against those who would re­ 
ject all of the traditional American 
values in their attempts to accomo­ 
date this childish screams of the new 
left,” Agnew said. 
Agnew said President Nixon intends 
to keep his promise to appoint a strict 
constuctionist to the Supreme Court 
and predicted the public will “ arise 
in wrath” if the nomination of Judge 
Harry A. Blackmun results in “ an­ 
other Haynesworth or Carswell

A spot check of classes where

only one in which attendance 
was down by as much as two- 
thirds. 
Attendance 
in 
most 
ranged from norm al to down by 
one-third. A few classes were 
cancelled. 
Clark went on campus closed 
circuit television and offered to 
set 
up 
several 
types 
of 
discussion 
sessions 
between 
students and faculty and agreed 
to listen to students him self 
today. 


"I regret that inability to 
govern 
ourselves 
made 
it 
necessary to call for assistance 
from the police,” he told the 
students. “ We must not forget 
that 
the precipitating 
factor 
was 
the determ ination of a 
sm all number of students to 
settle the issues by violence 
and for<e.” 


He made no direct reference 
to a list of demands by the 
dissidents. 
The 
strik e 
was 
called to enforce the demands 
of “ m eaningfulnegotiations” on 
them. 


A rraignm ent of the 61 p er­ 
sons 
arrested began Friday 
with most charged with disor­ 
derly 
conduct, 
a 
municipal 
offense with maximum penalty 
of $500 fine and 100 days in jail. 
All but four were freed on bail.

in assassination try 


NEW YORK (UPI>—A For- 
m o s a n 
revolutionary 
who 
“ came out of nowhere” and his 
alleged a c c o m p l i c e were 
charged Friday night in the 
attempted assassination of Na­ 
tionalist Chinese Vice Prem ier 
Chiang Ching-kuo, Chiang Kai- 
shek’s son and heir apparent. 
The 60-year-old Chiang, ap­ 
parently 
unruffled 
by 
the 
gunshot attem pt on his life as 
he walked through a revolving 
door of the Plaza Hotel, was to 
fly to the Air Force Academy 
in 
Colorado 
Springs, Colo., 
today. He had the blessings of 
Nationalist Chinese leaders on 
Form osa who decided after an 
emergency m eeting the 
U.S. 
could provide adequate protec­ 
tion. 
In Washington, State Depart­ 
ment 
spokesman 
Robert 
J. 
McCloskey expressed “ shock” 
over the incident. Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers, in a 
telegram to Chiang, said he 
was “ d istressed ” and extended 
“ deep apologies for this unfor­ 
tunate occurrence.” 
President 
Nixon 
and New 
York Mayor John V. Lindsay 
expressed their reg rets. 
I-cheng 
Loh, 
m inister 
of 
information at the Nationalist 
Chinese Em bassy, said Chiang 
was pleased with the security 
m easures and would not blame 
U.S. officials for the incident. 
Loh 
said Chiang asserted 
afterw ards that, “ if the young 
man had asked to see me I 
would have received him .” 
The 
assassination 
attempt 
came from a shot fired by a .25 
caliber Beretta automatic. The 
shot m issed and punctured the 
glass door because Police Det. 
Jam es 
Zfiide lunged for the 
gunman’s w rist just as he fired 
and 
w restled 
him 
to 
the 
pavement. 
Peter Huang, 32, an Ithaca, 
N.Y., research er for Cornell 
University and a member of 
the World United Form osans 
for Independence which seeks 
the overthrow of the Nationalist 
regim e, 
was 
charged 
with 
attempted homicide, possession 
of a dangerous weapon, re sist­ 
ing a rre st and obstruction of 


governmental adm inistration. 
His alleged accom plice, Tzu- 
tai Cheng, 32, a New York 
architect, 
was charged with 
acting in concert for all but 
possession. 
Dr. Trong R. Chai, president 
of a newly form ed revolutiona­ 
ry movement seeking the ouster 
of Prem ier Chiang Kai-shek, 
declined comment on whether 
his organization assisted in the 
assassination attem pt. He ear­ 
lier denied the group shared

for the action.

STANFORD 
(UPI)-" Please 
don’t disturb him* His mother 
just died this week and now his 
entire life’s work has been 
destroyed.” 
I he man is M. N, Srinivas, 
University of Delhi sociologist 
and considered India’s greatest 
scientist. 
The plea to newsmen was 
made by Sol Tax, University of 
Chicago anthropologist whose 
life work and notes also were 
endangered by arson set fires 
at the Center for Advanced 
Study in Behavioral Sciences at 
Stanford University in an anti- 
ROTC demonstration. 
‘‘Srinivas got this year to 
bring the work of years to 
fruition." said Tax. “ This was 
important to him, his country 
and to us. It has all gone up in 
smoke. 
“ His collection of original 
notes have been burned. What 
is lost 
is 
the 
irreplacable 
product of a great scientist 
from India where his science is 
sorely needed. 
“ It was a senseless act of 
destruction. What it does to one 
human being is one thing, what 
it does to society to destroy this 
product 
of 
learning to 
the 
people 
of 
India 
is 
another 
thing." 


Besides that of Srinivas and 
lax, the work of eight other 
scientists was damaged. Among 
them was John Bunzel, San 
Francisco State College politi­ 
cal science professor who has 
been 
a 
target 
of 
radical 
students for more than a year. 
Bunzel found a bomb outside 
his home last year. His home 
was robbed a month later. The 
tires of the two family cars 
were slashed and the words 
“ fascist pig” were smeared 
over both machines. In Februa­ 
ry, his classes were disrupted. 
“ I wanted 
this 
year 
of 
research and 
tranquility 
in 
these beautiful surroundings,” 
Bunzel said. “ I think it is a 
tragic irony that such a place 
as a behavioral center which is 
a symbol of the most cherished 
values, 
stability and scholar­ 
ship combined, would be chosen 
as a target for attack. 


“ This is precisely the kind of 
academic 
commitment which 
faculty and students around the 
country want to preserve.” 
Bunzel 
said 
apart 
from 
tangible property destruction 
such as replaceable typewriters 
and dictaphones, the loss was 
much greater. 
“ The most depressing aspe­ 
ct,' 
he said, “ is to know that 
the intellectual product of a 
man’s 
time and thought, in 
some 
cases 
involving many 
years 
of 
work, 
has 
been 
destroyed. 


“ You 
<an’t 
measure 
the 
damage in terms of dollars,” 
he said, “ but rather in terms of 
what a man has spe nt his whole 
life in producing and thinking 
about. These are intangibles 
impossible to assess. 
“ This place, least of all, 
should be a target for any kind 
of attack unless that person, or 
persons, is some kind of human 
aberration.

from a piece of aluminum or 
rubber in a fan connected with 
the oxygen tank. 
Petrone 
said 
NASa 
was 
checking such a possibility. He 
said 
a 
piece 
of aluminum, 
rubber or a rivet could have 
been 
the 
culprit, 
but 
he 
indicated it was only one of 
many possibilities b e i n g 
checked. 
Paine said the cause had 
tantetiavely been traced to “ a 
relatively simple component” 
and that it could be corrected 
so easily the next moon flight 
might be launched on scho> 
duled.

Tests to begin on new cancer drug 


SAUSALITO (UPI) - About 
100 
persons 
will be tested 
during the next six months with 
a controversial cancer drug 
found in apricot pits. 
Andrew McNaughton, pres­ 
ident of the tiny McNaughton 
Foundation, said Friday that 
the 
U.S. 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration 
had approved 
use of the drug Laetrile, which 
has been labeled “ dangerous” 
by the Canadian government 
and “ unproved” by the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society. 
Authorities r n both sides of 
the nation were cautious as to 
the drug’s curative powers. 
The FDA said in Washington 
its action did not represent any 
judgment on the drug’s worth, 
but 
was 
“ an 
experimental 
thing, 
nothing 
more than a 
test.” 
McNaughton said “ we do not 
consider that the use of the 
word ’cure’ is justified. But it 
certainly is our hope that it 
may turn out to be a useful 
drug 
in 
the prevention and 
treatment of cancer.” 
He said the FDA goahead 
means Laetrile “ has moved 
from the stage where it is 
considered 
a 
controversial, 
worthless remedy, to where it 


is considered worth a trial in 
human patients. 
The drug, known chemically 
as amygdalin, has been known 
to medical science for more 
than a century. It is found in 
apricot pits and was used by 
Dr. 
Ernest 
T. 
Krebs 
Sr., 
founder 
of the 
John Beard 
Memorial Foundation of San 
Francisco as long ago as 1920. 
But although the drug has been 
used 
privately, the National 
Cancer 
Institute 
said 
the 
experiments would be the first 
clinical trials with government 
approval. 
McNaughton 
conceded 
the 
medical “ establishment” in the 
U.S. looks with disfavor on 
Laetrile. 
“ It is hard to say whether 
they think less of the drug or 
less of us,” he said. “ But that 
is changing very rapidly.” 
The American Cancer Society 
said in 1966 it had found “ no 
evidence that that treatment 
with Laetrile results in any 
objective benefit in the treat­ 
ment 
of 
cancer 
in 
human 
beings.” It classified Laetrile 
as among “ unproved methods 
of cancer treatment.” 
Prior to this, the Food and 
Drug 
Directorate of Canada 
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had moved to prevent distribu­ 
tion 
of 
the 
drug 
by 
the 
McNaughton 
Foundation 
of 
Montreal, contending it “ was 
dangerous and did not meet the 
requirements of the new drug 
act.” 
The California Cancer Com­ 
mission in a 1953 report said 
Laetrile “ has been completely 
ineffective when used in large 
doses on cancer in laboratory 
animals.” 
The basis for the use of the 
drug 
in 
cancer 
treatment, 
McNaughton said, is a belief 
that it has molecules which, on 
contact with tumors, “ break 
down and release cyanide and 
other chemicals which destroy 
the 
malignant 
cells 
without 
harming normal cells.”

The C hristian gospel asserts, 
as its most central affirmation, 
that there is something m ore.

based on philosophical specula­ 
tion about the inherent im m or­ 
tality of the human spirit. That 
idea entered w estern thought 
via the G reeks, rather than the 
Jews. 


The Jewish C hristians who

Testam ent 
believed in resu rrectio n —new 
life after death —because they 
were absolutely convinced they 
had 
w itnessed 
proof 
of its 
possibility. 
"O ur m essage is that C hrist 
has been raised from death,” 
the Apostle Paul said in one of 
his letters to the C hristians at 
Corinth.

It would mean that death is 
only the second-act curtain, not 
the end of the play. 


Our need to believe this is 
perhaps greater, when we see 
another person’s life —a life of 
great 
prom ise 
—cut 
off 
in 
tragic prem aturity, that it is 
when 
we 
contemplate 
the 
prospect of our own demise. 
But we have been conditioned 
by a culture of skepticism to be 
most dubious of the things we 
want most to believe. 


So we boggle at the prom ise, 
and rem ain captive to the most 
ancient and universal of human 
fears, the dread of death. 
But must it be so? 


Even if we find it im possible 
to place full confidence in the 
prospect of new 
life 
after 
death, we can at least allow our 
minds to dwell occasionally on 
the possibility that we may be 
very pleasantly surprised.

No bulk or scrap alum­ 
inum in any other form will be 
accepted. 
Here is how it works: 
Look in the yellow pages for 
the name of the Coors distri­ 
butor nearest you. He will tell 
you what his hours of collec­ 
tion are and if there are any 
conditions. Some, for example, 
may want to lim it collections to 
lo ts,o f not le ss than ten pounds 
each. 
Then, you or your group (Boy 
Scouts, Little League, or what 
have you) start collecting. Make 
sure the cans you pick up for 
refund are 
aluminum. There 
are two ways to tell — they 
have no side seam s, and the 
bottoms are slightly rounded. 
Don’t be m isled by the word 
"aluminum" stamped on the 
lid. That may refer only to the 
lid and not the entire 
can.

Dear Sir: 
In a recent editorial by Ray 
McCuen in which he voiced his 
opinion about gas prices in Lom­ 
poc, let me put in one cents 
worth in return. 
I am operating a station in 
the downtown area and I admit 
our p rices are out of this world. 
I also feel sorry for people that 
have to pay these p rices while 
in Los A ngeles you can buy gas 
for as much as 12 cents lower 
than ours. 
Let me tell you that we, the 
station operators, have no idea 
why the Companies keep rais­ 
ing gas prices. We w ill get a 
call that sounds like this: "Dee, 
by tomorrow your gas w ill be 
up by about one cent. Now you 
don’t 
have 
to go up, 
watch 
the other stations and see what 
they do.’’ Now, if I don’t go up, 
I pay the increase on gas out of 
my pocket. The way living costs 
have ski-rocketed, and the mar­ 
gin of profit as it is, I would 
have to join the line of the un­ 
employed in a short tim e. 
While I am at it, let me take 
a crack at our city government 
for okaying more plans for serv­ 
ice stations in our town than 
the motoring public needs. This 
will force one operator after 
another to go broke. Then the 
Oil Companies w ill take any­ 
one to operate a station regard­ 
le ss of his experience. T his is 
one reason that when you drive 
through town you will see so 
many stations closed, then open 
again, only to close a short time 
later. 
When you will also have no­ 
ticed that this town (service 
stations in particular) is going 
crazy on their free give aways 
like stam ps, etc. Most oil com ­ 
panies will help their station in 
buying those give away item s in 
what is called a co-op program. 
The company will pay from 25 
per cent to 75 per cent in these 
co-op program s for give away 
item s. Now if an Oil Company 
can do this, why can’t gas pric­ 
es be dropped to a reasonable 
level? 
However, to get any informa­ 
tion from the Oil Companies is 
like trying to take gold out of 
F t. Knox. I could fill your news- 


d ustries to sublease and sell, 
with city approval, portions of 
the base. In return, the city got 
back the payment price and 1-2 
per cent of the lease and sale 
incom e. 
At the tim e of the sale, the 
arsenal included 306 buildings 
with 2.5 m illion square feet of 
warehouse space, 40 m iles of 
road, 24 m iles of railroad and a 
2,400 foot pier serving ocean­ 
going ships. 
Benicia Industrial Park cur­ 
rently has more than 70 tenants 
who 
hire 
1,800 
persons— 
including a new Humble Oil & 
Refining Co. plant built at a

Mayor 
Carsten 
Johansen,

private hands. 
C riticism of the lease deal, 
led by Councilman John Cody, 
has centered around its gene­ 
rous term s, particularly on land 
sa le s —not about the b ase's use 
a s an industrial park.

rental," said Cody, who unsuc­ 
cessfu lly tried to block the deal 
in court in 1964, 
In reply, proponents point to

The royal game of golf was 
played in Franklin 
Park yes­ 
terday for the first time in the 
history of the city. A blizzard 
was getting in its 
best work 
during the progress of the round. 
Just a few words about the 
method of playing this little 
known game. Holes are dug in 
the ground at any desired dis­ 
tance apart, 
ten such consti­ 
tuting a round, the object of each 
player being to “ putt” his ball 
into these consecutively, in the 
fewest number of hits. 
Clubs 
are used 
which are not unlike 
horse-polo 
sticks, 
and with 
these the hard elastic 
ball is 
sent whizzing through 
the air 
for prodigious distances — one 
of Mr. Mansfield’s shots yes­ 
terday was fully 200 yards. 
The first hole was situated 
near Seaver 
Street and the 
second about 
70 yards to the 
southwest. This was an easy 
shot but all the players were 
new at the game and none got in 
with less than seven strokes. 
The third hole was a corker — 
uphill, with a brook and a cou­ 
ple of hazards in the way. Don­ 
ald 
distinguished 
himself in 
three 
shots — meritorious for 
a veteran, marvelous for a tyro. 
The shot to five was a long 
one, 
over 120 
yards. It took 
the competitors 
from 
six to 
nine shots to hole. 
Six was the turning point, and 
from it to seven was fully 150 
yards, but Mansfield got it in in 
five shots and all did respecta­ 
bly. From seven to eight was 
not over 
60 yards, but every 
foot was dangerous — trees, 
high 
grass and rocks. Mans­ 
field came near making a rec­ 
ord, 
by landing within 
three 
feet at his first shot, but was 
unlucky afterward 
and did not 
hole out until his FIFTH shot. 
Scores on the ninth and tenth 
holes were not recorded other 
than that “ they had to be aimed 
for with the eye of faith.” 
The above article appeared in 
the Boston Herald on December 
12, 
1890. It was the introduc­ 
tion of the royal game to the 
staid Bostonian society. 
In the some 80 years since the 
game has been somewhat re­ 
fined. 
The four-putt green is 
still with us, but there the si­ 
milarity ends. 
But our fore­ 
fathers were golfers to the core. 
At the end of the article, and 
the conclusion of the match, 
appeared this wonderful end­ 
ing: 
“ Then followed one of the 
most 
solemn 
rites of golf, 
and 
which should NEVER be 
neglected. It was accompanied 
by crackers and cigars.”

indentations has begun . . . un­ 
identifiable

which are round, usually white 
in color, and dimpled are caus­ 
ing the damage . . . the launch 
pads have been identified as 
being located on all fairways 
and the launch operations offi­ 
cers, there are many, as vague­ 
ly 
bearing a resemblance to 
those human 
beings who play 
a game called golf . . . 
Obviously 
these secret in­ 
vaders love the game and lack 
conditioning to the human en­ 
vironment . . . otherwise the 
indentations would be repaired 
. . . so if you meet one of these 
golfers from another world, be 
friendly and point out that putt­ 
ing is tough enough without ad­ 
ditional hazards . . . . 
Frank 
Chilberto 
is still 
wondering about which traveled 
further, the ball he hit with 
his three-wood or the head of 
the club . . . both went a con­ 
siderable 
distance . . . . the 
Spring Mixer was a smash with 
a lot more activities 
on tap

Need for reform 


“ The high cost of being sick is fast becoming a national 
scandal.” 
“ Billions of taxpayer dollars are being spent to support 
Medicare and the program is running up a huge deficit.” 
“ Soaring demands for medical care, created by growing pub­ 
lic awareness, by hospital and medical insurance and by Medi­ 
care and Medicaid, are swamping the system.” 
Charges like these could be multiplied, and undoubtedly will 
be multiplied as the nation moves closer to the goal of adding 
to the basic rights of life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
the right to the enjoyment of good health. 
High on the list of suggested means of attaining this right 
is some form of national health insurance. Wilbur J. Cohen, 
former secretary of Health, Education and Welfare, has advo­ 
cated a gradual extension of Medicare to include all Americans, 
from infant to aged, by 1976, when we commemorate the 200th 
anniversary of the Declaration of Independence. 
But national health insurance, desirable as it may be, can 
only make things worse if other reforms are not first made in 
the medical-care system, argues Sidney R. Garfield, M.D., 
a director of the Kaiser Foundation Health Plan and Hospitals. 
Picture what would happen to, say, transportation service, 
he writes in an article in Scientific American, if fares were 
suddenly eliminated and travel became a right. What would 
happen to our already overtaxed airports and what chance 
would anyone have of getting anywhere if he really needed 
to? National health insurance, if it were legislated today, 
would have the same effect, he says. 
What is needed is to devise a new “ regulator” to replace 
the traditional fee for service paid by patient to doctor — one 
more sensitive to real medical need than to ability to pay and 
that could help to separate the well from the sick and estab­ 
lish treatment priorities for the sick at the most economical 
use of vital medical manpower. 
Garfield proposes health-testing and referral services for all 
patients at the point of entry into the medical system. After 


clinical testing and disagnosis, a patient would be referred 
further along the system as his situation required. 
There needs to be reform at the other end of the medical 
system, too — the point where the recovered or recovering 
patient is ready to leave. 
Millions of dollars in present Medicare costs could be saved 
immediately if recuperating hospital patients no longer in need 
of intensive care could be transferred to nursing homes for 
extended care, at about one-third the cost of hospitals, which 
now cost up to $100 a day, claims Berkeley V. Bennett, exec­ 
utive vice-president of the National Council of Health Care 
Services. 
) et under arbitrary rulings of the Social Security Administra­ 
tion, which supervises Medicare, thousands of patients are kept 
in high - priced hospitals much longer than necessary, he says. 
This has sometimes happened even though a physician may 
have recommended that a patient be transferred to a nursing 
home, and despite the fact that under Medicare a patient is 
eligible for up to 100 days of extended facility care. 
Curiously enough, says Bennett, Medicare authorities don’t 
seem to mind continuing to pay the far more expensive hospi­ 
tal bills, even though this keeps other patients in need of 
intensive care out of hospitals because of bed shortages. 
The present health - care system “ almost begs for poor 
management,” said a recent report by the Senate Finance 
Committee. “ Unlike most areas in the private economy, no 
incentives exist to produce or supply a given health service 
at the most economic price consistent with the quality of care.” 
The committee estimated that at the present rate of expendi­ 
tures, the hospitalization tab to be picked up by Medicare would 
reach a staggering $216 billion over the next 25 years. 
Yet for all these billions, without radical and rational new 
approaches to medical care, two and a half decades from now 
— let alone 1976 — the nation could be no closer to achieving 
the goal of quality medical care for all Americans than it is 
today.

Unruh vs. Reagan 


I love Jesse Unruh. 
He is such a 
scoundrel. A very bright and very ami­ 
able scoundrel, and I might add utterly 
ruthless. He is now quoted as saying 
about Ronald Reagan that the governor 
has “ forfeited any right to hold public 
office.” By sheer coincidence, the public 
office that Ronald Reagan holds is the 
office that Unruh wants. I can hear Mr. 
Unruh 
intoning 
those words, man­ 
aging to sound as magisterial as Learned 
Hand. 
But take it from me — I wouldn’t 
want you to think poorly of Jesse Unruh 
— he was laughing inside. 
Why? Because 
in 
the history of moun­ 
tain 
- 
making, 
it 
is hard 
to come up 
with 
anything more 
ambitious 
than what 
Mr. Unruh 
and 
his 
legions 
are 
up to. 
What happened is that 
in 
the course 
a 
question period 
fol­ 
lowing an 
address, 
Governor 
Reagan 
was talking about the problem of student 
riots. It is a not uninteresting problem 
in 
California. A few days after the 
governor spoke, 
a student 
in Santa 
Barbara 
was killed. 
A week or two 
before, students at one university phys­ 
ically threatened the governor and his 
entourage, 
hurling not only words at 
him, 
but also sticks 
and stones. So 
the governor, advocating firmness, said 
that if the disrupters wanted a “ blood­ 
bath, let’s get it over with.” 
You would think, to judge from Unruh 
and the others, that Mr. Reagan 
re­ 
vealed 
himself as in favor of blood in 
the streets. I cannot think of any other 
construction 
of this statement 
that 
would 
justify the hysteria that Mr. 
Unruh 
is 
feigning. But to do him and 
others a courtesy, let us examine what 
Governor Reagan must have meant. 
1. Did he mean that he would welcome 
the spilling of blood? Surely that is a 
perverse construction. For one thing, if 
he wanted the sight of blood, he would 
disguise the fact of it: bad politics, you 
know. 
Was it a Freudian slip? What is 
there in his background to suggest any 
such thing? 
There is no record of his 
hemophilic 
past? 
It does not exist. 
What does exist is a long record of op­ 
position 
to violence. You see, violence 
is what comes from breaking the law. 
Those who believe in breaking the law 
are those who produce bloodbaths. There 
is no record of Mr. Reagan’s welcom­ 
ing the experience of repression, noth­ 
ing that would suggest the kind of ela­ 
tion with which George Wallace used to 
describe 
what he would do if someone 
lay down on the road in front of his auto­ 
mobile. 
2. 
Mr. Reagan’s insistence that he 
is for order on the campus even if it 
takes a “ bloodbath” was meant meta­ 
phorically, to be sure. If, let us say, an 
individual student starts breaking win­ 
dows 
to express himself on Vietnam, 
Mr. Reagan’s deputies would seize said 
student 
by the arm and lead him to 
jail. No need for spilling any blood there 
surely. On the other hand, a situation is 
conceivable 
in which blood would be 
spilled — in which blood has been spill­ 
ed. 
In the Santa Barbara situation, a 
sniper among the protesters was one of 
the factors 
in 
an accidental death. It 
is clearly the duty of a policeman, upon 
spotting a sniper, to open fire against 
him and by so doing prevent the spill­ 
ing of innocent blood, 
which is to be 
preferred to preventing the spilling of 
guilty blood. So that although there is 
no reason to suppose 
that Mr. Reagan 
intended 
to predict, let alone advocate, 
the spilling of blood, it would appear to 
me altogether implicit in any statement 
of firmness, that blood might very well be 
spilled. 
3. 
The point is that the initiative in 
such situations is the enemy’s. There is 
no excuse for any California policeman 
opening fire when fire is unnecessary. 
But it is important to note that there 
are situations when fire is necessary. 
And 
that those situations are triggered 
a) by students 
who resort to violence 
to have their way; and b)by non-students 
who indulge that kind of student activi­ 
ty, either by failing to prosecute such 
students, or by moaning about the mor­ 
al 
imperatives of the Vietnam War, 
and how they are an excuse for campus 
transcendence. Mr. Unruh would make 
more sense, and who knows might get 
more votes, if he advised his considera­ 


ble 
following on campus that any blood 
that gets spilled is most likely their 
own doing, and Mr. Reagan would hap­ 


pily 
reply that any blood that is spilled 
unnecessarily by his policemen, 
will 
not be forgiven. See how easy 
it is?

tions. Instead, depos­ 
itors are investing their money where it 
will bring larger returns. This means 
less money for mortgages. As a result, 
fewer homes are being built than are 
needed. This inflates the price of homes, 
old and new. Even after controls are 
loosened, this increasing home shortage 
will take years to whittle down. An ar­ 
tificial bulge in building will be neces­ 
sary to catch up and bring the home in­ 
ventory up to a reasonable level. This 
also will be inflationary. 
—The tight money market is making 
it much more difficult for small firms 
to secure the working capital they require 
to stay in business. 
Take one example, a small Washing­ 
ton firm with an AA rating. This com­ 
pany has increased its business and pro­ 
fits every year for the past decade and 
a half. It does a unique business re­ 
quiring considerable skill and ingenui­ 
ty. It has $2.4 million in firm contracts 
with sound companies. But to carry those 
contracts until the work is done, deliv­ 
ered and paid for, the firm requires a 
drawing account of $400,000 in working 
capital. 
This is, of course, normal business 
practice. Usually, banks make such funds 
available as a matter of course to small 
firms with such high credit ratings. 
But not this time. The company in 
question found the banks had no money 
available. The head of the firm trav­ 
eled over much of the United States look­ 
ing for money. 


Finally, he gave up, sold his company 
to a large firm at book value — which 
is far below its worth. In return, he re­ 
ceived stock in the large firm. He now 
runs his business as a subsidiary. 
Now this does several things. It in­ 
creases the cost of his product. The big 
company must now add a percentage for 
its own overhead. It cuts back compe­ 
tition; there are now fewer independent, 
competing companies in the field. It re­ 
duces new developments and pioneering 
in new methods, because most big com­ 
panies are less able to take risks that 
might cut profits. They’re interested 
primarily in the money their subsidiar­ 
ies make. A small businessman, with 
his own company, is better able to take 
these risks — which mean progress — 
because he’s so close to operations he 
can attempt novel approaches yet catch 
mistakes or bumbles before the mis­ 
takes become ruinous. He also has less 
red tape to go through. 
New firms with advanced products in 
many cases are finding it impossible to 
go into business. They can’t find the 
money they require — even when they 
have contracts guaranteeing sales and 
profits large enough to pay the loans and 
interest with no difficulty. 
This made 1969 a field day for big 
firms with capital to absorb small firms 
unable to get bank loans because of 
the tight money market. 
—The tight money market is forcing a 
good many businessmen, large and small, 
to pay very high interest rates for long­ 
term loans. Electric power companies 
are especially hard hit, because they have 
no choice but to keep on expanding. They 
can’t put off building new plants until 
interest rates are low, or there will 
be power blackouts. These long-term bor­ 
rowings at extremely high rates build- 
in cost increases which, of course, are 
passed on to their customers. 
Nationwide, there’s a 
rash of appli­ 
cations for rate increases by power 
companies, including firms which have 
consistently reduced rates or held them 
steady in past years. 
These are but three examples. In 
each, the long-term effects will be con­ 
siderable. In each instance, Nixon’s tight- 
money anti-inflation program in 1969 and 
1970 will make inflation more difficult 
to control in the years ahead.

John James Audubon lived 
long enough to see his be­ 
loved wilderness b e g i n to 
succumb to civilization’s ad­ 
vancing columns. 
"When I think of t h e s e 
times and call back to my 
mind the grandeur and beau­ 
ty of those almost uninhabi­ 
ted shores,” he wrote in his 
journal, “when I picture to 
myself the dense and lofty 
summits of the forest . . . 
when I see that no longer 
any aborigines are to be 
found there or the vast herds 
of elk, deer and b u f f a l o s 
w h i c h were pastured on 
these hills and these valleys 
. . . all in the short period of 
20 years, I pause, wonder 
and although I know all to be 
a fact, can scarcely believe 
its reality.” 
Audubon liked to call him­ 
self “Laforest.” He was the 
forest. He could never de­ 
cide, himself, which he was 
—a great painter of birds, a 
biologist, a hunter or a scien­ 
tist. He was all of these but, 
mostly, he was the forest. 
During his lifetime — 1785 
to 1851—the reporting of his 
observations as a naturalist 
through his paintings prob­ 
ably acquainted more people 
with the wonders of the new 
American frontier than did 
the efforts of any other in­ 
dividual. 
With his new bride at his 
side in 1808, he had drifted 
down the Ohio River on a 
flatboat. This was then the 
highroad to the West. They 
were bound for a new place 
of residence in Kentucky.

A — James Fiaser, l i k e 
most great sculptors and de­ 
signers, was dedicated to the 
job before him and spared 
nothing in the way of per­ 
sonal sacrafice to prepare 
himself for that job. He was 
the type of person who felt 
he could create a better tree 
by knowing more about the 
roots, and I am sure he un­ 
derstood B l a c k Diamond 
much better after studying 
his natural pursuits. 


Secondly, the captive buf­ 
falo was an ideal model. He 
weighed almost a ton and 
was the largest ever held in 
confinement. He was docile 
and well-groomed w h i c h 
made Fraser’s work rela­ 
tively 
simple 
when 
com­ 
pared to what he may have 
faced in trying to model a 
bison on the open plain. 


Black Diamond was the 
offspring of two buffaloes 
captured for the Barnum 
and Bailey Circus and do­ 
nated to the New York Cen­ 
tral Park Zoo in 1890 by P. T. 
Barnum. Diamond was born 
in 1893 and killed in 1915 at 
the age of 22 years. 


Fraser’s treatment of the 
design on both sides of the 
Indian-head nickel is quite 
unique when compared to 
other coin devices. His re­ 
production of the profile on 
the obverse and the stance 
of the bison leaves nothing 
to be desired. He completely 
eliminated all heraldic signs 
and symbols usually identi­ 
fied with most coinage and 
used only the basic legends 
and inscriptions prescribed 
by law, making the Indian- 
head nickel (1913-1938) the 
only truly American coin.

Q—I have a copy of your 
very interesting “ Encyclo­ 
pedia of U.S. Coins” but 
didn’t the typesetter leave 
something out on page 278 
where it says “ Specific grav­ 
ity is the quotient of a coin’s 
weight in water, subtracted 
from its dry weight; divided 
by the weight of the water 
displaced?” Wouldn’t t h i s 
make the specific gravity of 
every coin the same?—Al- 
tred Berry, BA FB, Shreve­ 
port, La. 


A—Perhaps it eould have 
been a bit more explicit but 
in essence it describes the 
metallurgical process to de­ 
termine the density of a 
coin. However, the formula 
is defined more accurately 
on the following pages and 
I am sure you understand 
the simple statement made 
on page 278. 


As for two or more coins 
having the 
same 
specific 
gravity, such a r e a d i n g 
would be impossible unless 
both coins were of the same 
composition or alloy. vSpe- 
cific gravity is a means oi 
determining the density of 
a given metal or composi­ 
tion and density is nature’s 


way of providing each metal 
with a separate and distinct 
identifying characteristic. No 
two metals have the same 
molecular structure and it 
is this difference that makes 
one pure metal or an alloyed 
composition of s e v e r a l 
metals recognizable so long 
as 
t h e i r quantities 
are

A 30-m i n u t e break for a 
cheeseburger has been the 
only interruption. 
He showers when the run- 
through ends but he has a 
problem: 
“ The shower isn’t working 
p r o p e r l y and the water 
keeps switching from hot to 
cold, so I had to keep jump­ 
ing in and out.” 
At 3:00, he’s in makeup 
and wardrobe. From 4:00 to 
5:30, there is a dress rehear­ 


sal of the show before an 
audience. At 7:15, a new au­ 
dience c o m e s in and the 


show is taped once again. By 
9:30 Jim heads for his Rolls 
and a drive home. 


T o m o r r o w is Saturday, 
and for Hope and Elizabeth 
it means a chance to relax 
with their kids and entertain 
friends for dinner. For Jim , 
it means a late sleep in the 
morning, a swim, a wedding 
to attend and a plane to 
catch for a short vacation in 
Hawaii. 
Just like you and me—with 
a few small differences.
